March 6-—The 
President today sent the folleow- 
ing mersege to the Senate: 

I have called the

ask your special attention to the treaty 

with the republic of Colombia, securing 
to the United Statés a right te buid 
the isthmian canal, and to the treaty 
with the republic of Cuba for securing 

a meesure ef commercial reciprocity be- 

tween the two countries. 

The great and far-reaching impor- 
tance of these two treaties to the wel- 
fare of the United States and the urgent 
need for their adoption requires me to 
impose upon you the inconvenience cf 
at this time.

SOLID GOLD INVITATION. 


FROM BLACK HILLS MINERS.

WASHINGTON, March 5.—A_ solid 
gold invitation was presented to the 
President to attend the Black Hilis

at Deadwood and Lead, 8. D., next 
September. Senators Gamble and Kitt- 
ridge and Representatives Burke and 
Martin made the presentation, 

The invitation was imecribed on a 
gold plate 3x6 inches and an eighth of 
an inch in thickness. The President ex- 
pressed his pleasure at the receipt of 
so beautiful an invitation, and at the 
honor done him by the mining con- 
gress, but thought it doubtful whether 
he would be able to accept it. 


MORGAN WILL TALK. 


PROSPECTS OF THE TREATIES. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

WASHINGTON, March 5.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Senator Morgan said to- 
day he did not believe a vote could be 
had upon the Panama Canal treaty 
much before May 1, and the Republican 
leaders in the Senate were agreed that 
there was a sufficient number of 
speeches prepared against the treaty 
probably to delay a vote until that late 
day, but it was decided that the Pan- 
ama treaty should be given the right 
of way in the Senate over everything 
else, and commencing next Monday, to 
which time the Senate adjourned, 
somebody will have a chance to talk 
four hours a day against the treaty un- 
til the opposition is worn out and a 
vote can be had, provided the flibus- 
tering tactics are not carried too far. 
If, after some weeks spent in this way, 
it becomes evident that Senator Mor- 
gan and his followers still intend to 
talk, the “screws” will be put on and 
the Senate will go into continuous ses- 
sion, sitting night and day till the 
treaty is ratified. 

The fate of the Cuban treaty is still 
uncertain. Opposition to it continues 
to develop, and the President's sup- 
porters fear that by time

RELATIVE TO APPROPRIATIONS. 


STATEMENTS BY AUTHORITY. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, March 5.—State- 
ments prepared by Representative Can- 
non, chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, and :-Repre- 
Livingston, the ranking 
minority member of the committee, 
relative to the appropriations by the 
Fifty-seventh Congress, together with 
comparative tables, were made public 
today. Mr, Cannon analyzes the fig- 
ures presented by the tabjes, and ex- 
plains the increases in the appropria- 
tions of the spesion, just ended with 
those of the last. 

In concluding his statement. Mr. 
Cannon says: “The Republican ad 
ministration of our government, the 
dominion of Republican policies in 
both branches of Congress since 1897 
has given us a system of taxation that 
has produced a national § treasury 
richer than was ever enjoyed by any 
nation of the earth and re - 
ble these great expenditures for the 
public welfare.” 

Mr. Livingston compares the appro- 
priations made by the Fifty-third Con- 
grees, both branches of which were 
controlled by the Democrats, amount- 
ing to $989.239,205, with the appropria- 
tions of the Fifty-seventh Congress, 
agaregating $1,554,106.514. and com- 
ments on the difference as affecting

ICTORIA ©.) March 5.--Ac- 

cording to advices froin Peking, an

while the Empress Dowager is issuing 
edicts commanding reforms on ‘western 
lines, and pretending to initiate reform, 
she is secretly sending instructions to 
viceroys and governors prohibiting the 
inauguration of foreign methods in 
their juriediction. The Empress is also 
said to be sending notifications to some 
viceroys that Tung Fu Helang is to 
be aided in marching his army to Pe- 
king to eseert Pu Chun, son of Prince 
Chun, and ex-heir apparent to the 
throne. On their arrival Kwong Hsu, 
the present Emperor; is to be made 
away with, says the Chinese corre- 
spendent. The representatives of the 
various foreign powers, and all for- 
eignere in the capital, as well as in 
the provinces, are to meet the same 
fate without distinction.

ELKINS LAW 


RAILROAD AGENTS. 


STIRS 


C HICAGO, March 5.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.| General agitation § in 
railroad circles over the Elkins law 
increases, rather than diminishes. § It 
has reached the passenger representa- 
tives of western roads, who have been 
given to understand that every form of 
concession and all free transportation 
and half-rates except those with re- 
srect to which exceptions are made 
in the commerce act must cease. 
This view of the case was given to 
a mass meeting of passenger men held 
here today. and representing § sixty- 
seven railroads west of Chkhago. If 
the reforms, as outlined, are carried 
out. free transportation to any one, un- 
less it be through the charity bureau 
will be cut off. The strong lines are 
in favor of such action, but the weak 
lines are not so enthusiastic regarding 
it. 
Under a strict interpretation of the 
law. was [held that all political 
transportati would have to be dis- 
continued, and it was understood that 
a movement to this end had been 
started among the general managers.

JUVENILE COURT. 
Club Wemen Take Steps to Provide 


for Detention Officer, So Law May Be 


Put in Operation. 

A number of prominent women con- 
nected with the various clubs of the 
city held a meeting yesterday in the 
interest of the new juvenile court law. 
The women were active in bringing 
about the passage of the law, and now 
propose to compass the only obstacle 
that stands’ in the way of putting it in 
operation in Los A 

The law provides for a detention offi- 
cer In connection with the court, but 
provides no salary to compensate him 
for his labor and the women met at 
the College Settlement on Alpine street 
to discuss means for raising a fund for 
this purpose. It is their intention to 
provide for this contingency for at least 
the first year, and longer, if necessary. 

The duties of the detention: officer 
will be to look after children who seem 
to be in need of care at the hands of 
some legal tribunal, because of neglect 
or abuse at the hands of those respon- 
sible for them, and also to take charge 
of children who may have been ar- 
rested for petty crimes, and see to their 
proper disposition.

OURTROOM CLEARED 
AT LONG BEACH. 


DISAPPOINTED THRONG BARRED 
FROM BUNCO HEARING. 

Seaside City Gets Next Encamp- 
ment of Southern California Veterans’ 


Association—Riotous Youths When 
Arrested Get Sympathy from Hoodlum 
Element. 


LONG BEACH, March 5.—It was a 
very much disappointed throng that 
filed out of Justice Brayton's court- 
room this morning. That moderate- 
sized apartment was pretty solidly 
packed with citizens who had come 
to attend the preliminary examination 
of Thomas Snow and Bert Clayton, the 
bunce men charged with grand lar- 
ceny.

Monday by Pacific Coast Company— 
Stock Movements.

BAKERSFIELD, March 6.—The Cal- 
ifornia Consolidated Oil Fields Com- 
pany, the $4,000,000 corporation organ- 
ized to control the output and business 
of the Sunset and Midway fields, filed 
its articles of incorporation# under the 
laws of Maine this afternoon in the 
office of the County Clerk. The char- 
ter is liberal, allowing the company to 
conduct all lines of business usually al- 
lowed to similar corporations, tnclud- 
ing railroads, waterworks, telephones 
and vessels, with the condition, how- 
ever, that it cannot engage in any 
business requiring the exercise of the 
right of eminent domain within the 
State of Maine, nothing being said, 
however, about similar business elilse- 
where.
